and tn« Victory of General John Stark 
—Great Procession to the Monument, 
Where the Principal Events of the Day 
Xcok Place — Speech of Edward J 
Phelpn—Handsome Decorations 
BENKfSGTOS, Vt.Aug 19—The cere 


mony of dedicating the monument erect 
ed to commemorate the battle of Ben 
ungton crowded this little town to over 
flowing The presence of the president 
»f tho United States and members of his 
cabinet, as well as the governors of three 
tates, gave the event a more than locai 
nterest
